Edward £, Jackson, Jr, Pleads 
to Nine Indictments, 


Judge Archbold Imposes Fine 
of $5,000 on Each Indict- 
ment—Morgan’s Son-in-Law 
Follows Example of Majority 
by Changing His Plea. 


New York, August 4.—The succes- 
sion of fines which has marked the 
progress of the government's success- 
ful campaign against wire manufac- 
turers recently indicteq for forming 
pools in alleged violations of the anti- 
trust law, reached a climax today 
when Hdwin E. Jackson, Jr., the New 
York attorney whom the federal at- 
torney termed the “head and brains of 
the trust,” was sentenced to pay $45,- 
060. 

This ig by far the heaviest penalty 
inflicted upon any of the seventy- 
three wire manufacturers who have 
pleaded nolo contendre, but it did not 
satisfy United States District Attorney 
Henry A. Wise. He pleaded with 
Judge Archbald to send the wire trust 
attorney to jail. He declared tonight 
that he would apply for Mr. JacKson’'s 
disbarment. 

Ten of the indicted men, including 
Mr, Jackson, changeg their pleas of 
not guilty to nolo contendre today. 
They were fined $1,000 each with $100 
more for.each additional indictment. 
Against Jackson nine indictments 
were found and his fines were $5,000 
for each count. In addition he was 
sentenceg to pay $2,600 in costs. 

District Attorney Wise told the 
court the defendant hag made $211,000 
in organizing the wire pools in 1908 
and $107,000 in 1909 and charged tPat 
he had violateqd the law for twenty 
years. “In my opinion,” he continued, 
“this man is the worst type of orimi- 
nal society has to contend with. He 
knew’ he was violating the law and he 
dragged others into it.”

ANTOINE SIMON 
A FALLEN HERO 


Port Au Prince, Hayti, August 4.— 
Antoine Simon sailed last night for 
Kingston, Jamaica, the refuge of Hay- 
ti's fallen heroes, as the warship “17 
Decembre” which took its name from 
the day that he was unanimously elect- 
ed president of the black republic, 
boomed a dolefu] farewell. He follows 
in the wake of Nord Alexis, whom he 
overtfrew in the last month of 1908, 
and“he leaves the capital in the pos- 
Session of Cincinnatus Leconte, whom 
he had driven into exile with his de- 
posed chief, and Antenor Firmin, a 
rival for the presidency, whom he pla- 
cated by sending him as minister to 


Cuba, 


So the wheel has gone. Nord Alexis 
ruled for six years. On December 83, 
1908, Simon, then at the height of his 
popularity, led an overwhelming revo- 
lutionary army into Port au Prince 
and was everywhere proclaimed as a 
Savior of the country from tyranny. 
He appeared to have the country unitea 
behind him. Nord Alexis, who had 
found safety on the French cruiser, 
Duguay Trouin, later boarded the Ger- 
man steamer Sarnia and proceeded to 
Kingston, where, embittered against 
his countrymen, he qied in the spring 
of 1910. To the last he refused to ad- 
mit that he could understand the hos- 
tility of the people. 

“They always cheered me when I 
appeared in the streets,” he was wont 
to say, mournfully, “and I have always 
labored for their good.” 

With Simon disposed of, attention 
has been turned to his successor and 
there ig much uneasiness regarding 
the future. Leconte and Firmin both 
are avowed candidates for the presi- 
dency. They head rival revolutionary 
armies. Neither leader has arrived at 
the capital, but the followers are in 
possession of the city and the feeling 
between the two parties is far from 
friendly. 

The danger now is that neither ne- 
&ro will be disposed to retire in favor

Of the other and that the issue must 
be literally fought out. 


Trying to Avoid Conflict. 


The diplomatic corps is doing every- 
thing possible to ayoid a conflict. To- 
day they held a conference to decide 
upon a committee of public safety sar- 
isfactory to all factions, to whom the 
security of the capital may be en- 
trusted. The first committeé chosen 
was made up equally of Leronteists, 
Firminists and neutrals, twenty-one in 
all. This was not satisfactory to the 
Firminists and a new committee in 
which they had the largest represen- 
tation was formed. Some of the mem- 
bers refused to serve and a third at- 
tempt to conciliate all parties was nec- 
essary. Just now the followers of 
Firmin are in the majority in the city. 
but Leconte, with a large army, is ap- 
proaching. 

Early last evening Simon and a 
handful of followers with their bag- 
gage were transferred from the Ameri- 
can schooner Bradford C. French to 
the Dutch steamer Prinz Nederlandem, 
and an hour later the vessel sailed for 
Kingston. As the vessel passed out of 
the harbor Simon had what may prove 
his last view of the capital, and the 
three Haytien warships gave him a 
parting salute. 

The night passed with comparative 
calm. Occasionally the report of a 
rifle was heard, but the lawless ones 
were held pretty well in check. 

The German marines, who were Jjand- 
ed from the German cruiser Bremen, 
are still on shore. 

It is unlikely that an attempt to 
constitute ,a provisional government 
will be made until Leconte and Fir- 
min arrive.

LEGAL KIDNAPING CONDEMNED - 
BY THE SENATE COMMITTEE 


Washington, August 4.—The process 
of “legal kidnaping,” as in the labor 
cases of Moyer, Haywood and Mc- 
Namara, were condemned by the senate 
committee appointed to investigate the 
third degree methods of the public au- 
thorities of the United States, which 
was presented to the senate today by 
Senator Borah on behalf of the com- 
mittee. 

The condemnation of jury shadowing. 
was based upon the committee’s dis- 
covery that in important cases the 
department of justice authorized sur- 
veillance of jurymen to prevent their 
being tampered with. The committee 
in this final report condemned the prac- 
tice by the government even though it 
ibe employed by the defense, because 
“it is liable to great abuse.” 

The committee’s comment on irregu- 
lar extraditions was evidently based on 
the course pursued in removing Moyer 
and Haywood from Colorado to Idaho 
on the charge of murdering Governor) 
Steunberg, and in getting McNamara 
from Indiana on the charge of destroy- 
ing The Los Angeles Times building, 
but neither instance wad specifically 
mentioned. : ' 

They were spoken of as cases in 


which “no opportunity was afforded 
to test the legality of the proceedings 


}or the justification of the court grant- 


ing judgment.” 

“If the court before whom the per- 
sons charged with crime is brought 
in reality has no jurisdiction,” said the 
report, “and the person is deprived of 
any opportunity to test that question 
by reason of his hasty transportation 
to and custody in a remote part of the 


United States, he has to all intents and. 


purposes been kidnaped. We, therefore, 
recommend to the consideration of con- 
gress whether congress cannot consti- 
tutionally provide some remedy against 
the possibility of injustice in the exe- 
cution of extradition. 

“Whatever may be the factsS as to the 
alleged administration of the so-called 
‘third degree’ by the police of the 
states and cities,”’ the committee ruled, 
“the congress of the United States is 
lacking in authority toglegislate con- 
cerning the alleged practice, except 
where it is practiced by officers or 
employees of the United States.” 

The report was signed by all the 
members of the committee. Senator 
Borah, who presented it, was counse! 
in Idaho for the prosecution in the 
Moyer-Hayweed-Pettibone cases when 
they were “kidnaped” in Colorado and 
taken to Idaho for trial on the charge 
of murdering Governor Steunberg.

FERTILUER BIL 
OCCUPIES. HOUSE 


Greater Part of the Day Is 
Devoted to It 


The Bill Proposes Stringent 
Regulations Governing the 
Sale of Commercial Fertilizers 
in the State -- Many Bills 
Passed by the House. 


The greater part of yesterday's ses- 
sion of the house was taken up with 
the discussion of a bil) offered by 
Messrs. Cabaniss, of Oglethorpe, and 
Johnson, of Bartow, proposing strin- 
gent regulations governing the sale 
of commercial fertilizers in this state. 

Apparently the debate was not half 
over when adjournment was taken, 
and it was announced that the bill 
will be. special and continuing order 
when the house meets Monday. 

The bill aims at strengthening the 
fertilizer laws of the state. It pro- 
Vides that “all commercial fertilizers 
containing, or which are designed to 
develop; as plant food, phosphoric 
acid, potash and nitrogen which are 
sold, or offered for sale in this state, 
shall, in addition to the present pro- 
visions and requirements of the laws 
of Georgia have plainly marked or 
branded upon each sack or package 
thereof the sources and ingredients 
from which the available phosphoric 
acid, potash and nitrogen respective- 
ly is generated and obtained, and no 
contract either written or by parol, 
for the purchase and sale of such fer- 
tilizers shall be enforceable in any 
of the courts of this state against the 
purchaser of such fertilizers in favor 
of the vendor or his indorsees, trans- 
ferees, or. assigns, unless such fertil- 
izers are marked or branded as herein 
required.” 

It is provided further that when 
the real contents fall as much as 3 
per cent in commercial value below 
the standard on the brand only one- 
half of the purchase price will be 
collectible. 

It is set forth, further, that a farm- 
er buying fertilizers that fall more 
than 3 per cent below the branded 
Standard may recover for losses sus- 
tained to within 25 per cent of the 
purchase price.’ 

Made Misdemeanor. 

It is made a misdemeanor for any 
manufacturer, mixer or vendor of fer- 
tilizers to sell a product coming as 
much as 3 per cent below the branded 
standard. 

Mr. Cabaniss Speaks, 

None of the existing laws 
pealed 

Mr. Cabaniss, of Oglethorpe, spoke 
for the measure. He gaid it was 
backed by the farmers’ union and the 
farmers generally. 

“It only guarantees to the farmer,” 
said he, “that he shal) get what he 
pays for. It places no unjust exac- 
tions on the _ fertilizer people. It 
merely exacts honesty and care on 
their part, and 1 believe most of them 
&@re honest and careful.” He spoke 
for nearly an hour. 

Mr. Brannen, of Coweta, 
opposition to the measure. He said it 
fixed a standard which could not be 
accurately determined, and would re- 
sult in as much injury to the purchas- 
ers as to the manufacturers of fertil- 
izers. 

He declared that the existing law is 
fully adequate for the protection of 
the farmer. 

Amendments Adopted, 

Several committee amendments per- 
fecting the measure were adopted. One 
requires that the contents shal] be 
“printed upon g good, substantial 
card.” 

Another provides that deficiencies 
shall be determined by the official 
analysis of fertilizers. 

The discussion covered a wide range, 
embracing all phases of the fertilizer 
business.

WATS COVERNOR 
TO AD IN FIGHT 


Senator Haris Thinks He Should 
Urge Passage of Tippins Bill 


On Ground That Congress Will 
Probably Adjourn in Few 
Days, He Will Not Push Res- 
olution Calling on Smith to 
Assume Senatorial Duties. 


The resolution requesting Governor 
Smith to leave for Washington at once, 
introduced in the senate by Senator 
Harris Tuesday morning, will probably 
never be considered. Senator Harris 
says that he will let the resolution 
lie on the table indefinitely because he 
sees by the newspapers that congress 
will adjourn in a few days. ' 

Following this statement, Senator 
Harris introduced a resolution whicsh 
urges the governor to send a special 
message to the house favoring the 
passage of the Tippins near beer Dill 
and a bill improving the system of tax- 
ation. 

Also, the resolution calls for the gov- 
ernor to favor thé passage of a Dill 
to establish state and county boards of 
tax returns and valuations. The res- 
olution was tabled for a day. 

Senator Harris, in explaining why he 
would not urge the passage of the res- 
Olution requesting Governor Smith to 
go to Washington, said: 

“T understand congress will adjourn 
within a werk. I have gathered this 
from press dispatches, and for this 


reason I see no use of passing my res- 
olution. 

“Now, there {s sure to be a hard fight 
on the near beer bill In the house, but 
it looks as though it will pass. In 
the senate there are already 31 votes 
pledged to favor the passage of the 
bill. I believe the governor should 
lend his aid. 

“The loss to the state from tax as- 
sessments will be about $200,000, if the 
saloons are abolished. For this rea- 
son I think that the governor should 
favor .my bill, which provides for a 
systemitic equalization of taxes, 
the only way to improve the present 
precarious condition of the state treas- 
ury. The state has simply got to have 
money from some source and when 
the money derived from near beer 6a- 
loons is cut off we will be in a bad 
fix if something is not done.” 

Favorably Reported. 

Senator Harris’ bill is an exact copy 
of one introduced and passed in the 
senate in 1909, but which was killed by 
a close vote in the house just before 
the close of the last session of the 
legislature. The present Dill has been 
favorably reported by the finance com- 
mittee of the senate, of which Senator 
Harris is chairman, and will be brought 
up for its third reading in a short 
time. 

Senator Felker moved early in the 
session that the senate should go into 
executive session at 12 o'clock, but 
withdrew his resolution upon request 
of several senators, who thought that 
the regular order of business should 
first be finished. This is the first time 
in two weeks that an executive ses- 
sion has been mentioned despite the 
fact Governor , Smith’s appointments 
are still before the general judiciary 
committee. 

Senator Roberts, before the order of 
business had been completed, moved 
that the senate adjourn. His motion 
wes defeated. Half an hour later, dur- 
ing the discussion of a general Dill, 
Senator Roberts again moved that the 
senate adjourn and this time his mo- 
tion was sustained on the ealling of 
the ayes and nays. ; 

The adjournment took place before 
12 o'clock and there was no executive 
session. The report of the general 
judiciary committee relative to Gov- 


ernor Smith’s appointments is still un-| 


heard. 
Five companion bills, introduced by 


ators Douglass ang Mann, and pro- 
ot nt for the creation of the office 
of lieutenant governor of Georgia, 
were passed with scarcely a dissent- 
i vote.

the grindstone by the high cost of living. 

Here was possibility of a partial solution, at least, of the high- 
priced living problem, but the loaded dice were thrown and the peo- 
ple lost. , 

Whether or not the day could have been saved by presence of 
the absentees, they could at least have given good account of them- 
selves in the struggle for the public rights. 

But the most striking feature of the whole situation is that Sen- 
ator La Follette, who was determined to defeat the house free meat 
and free bread bill, advised Governor and Senator-elect Smith that 
his presence was not needed in Washington. The advice of the man 
who was leading the fight against the democratic house measure 
was taken. The democrats lost the best chance they have had to 
score at this session. 

And now, strange to say, the only democrat in the senate who 
defends Governor and Senator-elect Smith for not being present is 
the one who stood all by himself against the entire democratic force 
of the senate, excepting himself, in assisting to bring about the de- 
feat of the house measure. 

No wonder that La Follette urged Governor and Senator-elect 
Smith to stay at home, and that Senator Bailey approves his action 
in so promptly acting upon the suggestion!

GEORGIA’S DUTY TO FEEBLE-MINDED. 


It is a source of regret bordering humiliation that legislative 
attention has been so frequently -called to the-necessity of-taking 
some action for the care of Georgia’s feeble-minded and epileptic 
children, without results. 

A state institution to prévide for the proper care and training 
of these children, so as to bring out the best there is in them, is a 
duty not alone to these wards of the state themselves, but to society 
generally, which has every right to state protection against increase, 
in so far as is possible, in a class that must prove a burden to it. 

- Leaders in the study and solution of social and economic prob- 


'ems have repeatedly presented the necessity for such state action, 


and time and again have they gone before the legislative commit- 
tees and urged a beginning of the work. : 

The request has been repeated at the present session, and the 
appropriations committee has been asked to allow an amount suffi- 
cient to provide a building on the state’s land and a reasonable main- 
tenance sum the first year. 

Some of the worst of these cases are now being cared for at the 
state sanitarium, where, however; no proper provision can be made 
for their training and better development. Then, too, this cuts into 
the funds, now all too insufficient, for the proper care of the insane to 
whon? this institution belongs. 

There are hundreds of these children in Georgia, degenerate in 
mind or body or both. An institution where they could be given the 
proper care and attention would serve not only to bring out the best 
there is in them, but would prove a powerful factor in suppressing 
the unfortunate and undesired increase in their race. It is Georgia's 
duty to provide it.

SAVING THE FUR SEALS. 


The treaty negotiated between the United States, England and 
Japan for the protection of the fur seals by prohibiting pelagic seal- 
ing, is both timely and humane. 

A few years more and the fur seals would have gone the way of 
the buffalo of the western plains. 

Within a period of only a few years, 30,000,000 of fur seals have 
‘been killed, according to the estimates of experts. And the most 
lamentable part of the destruction is that only a part of the seals 
wantonly shot in the open sea were recovered and their pelts used. 
The majority of the victims, bulls and cows, sank in deep water. 

Hereafter it will be unlawful to kill any seals except on shore, 
where the females and the young can be discovered and protected. 
Moreover, the killing will be under the direct control of the three 
governments te the treaties, rather than left to the whims of indi- 
vidual gamé butchers. 

A beneficent and humane purpose is to be accomplished by the 
treaty in question and its terms should be rigidly enforced. The 
wanton destruction of the comparatively few seal remaining, the 
great herds that formerly made their home on the Pribilot€ Islands 
and the other islands of the Pacific, should be stopped. \

Street Committee Takes Up the 
Question of a Drive- 
way. 


The street committee of council yes- 
terday afternoon again took up the 
question of securing a driveway to 
Oakland cemetery from Decatur street. 
Colonel T. K. Scott, general manager 
of the Georgia railroad, and Attorney 
Saunders McDaniel stated that the 
railroad company was still willing to 
settle the dispute by building a foot 
bridge from Yonge street to Oakland 
avenue. 

Several citizens stated that what 
was wanted was a viaduct from a 
ridge near Jackson street to the north 
gate of the cemetery.

State Constitution. 


On the ground that it conflicts with 
the constitution of the state, the gen- 
eral judiciary committee, No. 1, of the 
house of representatives, yesterday af- 


ternoon voted against the passage of 
the bill providing for taking deposi- 
tions ef female witnesses in cases of 
criminal assault. . 

The bill was introdtuced by Mr. John- 
son, of Bartow, and Mr. Cabaniss, of 
Oglethorpe, and provitied that in cases 
of criminal assault the deposition ‘éf 
the female witness should be taken in 
the presence of the accused and that 
this deposition should be used in court 
in lieu of the oral testimony of the 
witness. 

The committee held that the bill is 
in direct conflict with that section of 
the constitution which provides that 
the defendant shall be confronted with 
the witnesses in open court and for 
that reason voted to recommend that 
it do not pass.

,of short selling. The bear party was 
Lmore or less aggressive throughout, 
directing its energies rio less upon the 
standard shares ines upon those of 
more speculative values. «arading was 
most active when the market sold off, 
and on the few fitful rallies became 
very dull. 

In the early hourg of the session, the 
list manifested some disposition 
toward recovery, being aided in this 
direction by the better degnand for 
our shares in London, where interna- 
tional stocks made general gains, but 
the absence of anything like hearty 
support renewed encouragement to the 
sh¢ account, which maintained its 
advantage to the close. 

Serious discussion of the market’s 
weakness at this time would necessa- 
rily involve the recital of a number of 
subjects, ranging from the political to 
the purely speculative or technical, not 
to mention industrial conditions, which 
are far from satisfactory, in spite of 
the improvement reported in the steel 
and iron trade. On the political side 
of the account, the financial commu- 
nity endeavored to derive some com- 
fort from the announcement that con- 
gress is likely soon to adjourn, but 
this was nullified by the activities of 
the federal government in various 
channels affecting capital and corpora- 
tions in general. The inquiry into the 
purchase of Tennessee Coal and Iron

Standard Oil's continued weakness 
in the outside market—its net loss to- 
day being 16 points—-was again a fac- 
tor. and a sensational upward move jin 
cotton options, to which stocks are al- 
ways more or less susceptible, was 
viewed with some concern. 

Offerings of United States Steel were 
on a larger scale today than for some- 
time past, aggregating over 200,000 
shares. That stock was the weakest 
of the active group, making a net de- 
cline of 2% points. Other issues that 
showed pronounced heaviness and 
made severe losses include the elec- 
trical stocks, American Smelting, Cop- 
per, the Harriman and Hill shares, 
Reading, Lehigh Valley, Texas Com- 
pany, Inter-Metropolitan, preferred, 
Brooklyn, Union Gas and Laclede Gas, 
declines ranging from 2 to 4% points. 

Final prices were at the day's low 
level, the whole list reflecting a state 
of demoralization. Following the 
close of the market, it was reported 
that much of the selling resulted from 
the closing of accounts, because of im- 
paired margins. 

In the general excitement of the day 
little attention was paid to the money 
market, the feature of which was an 
advance in four months’ funds of 3% 
per cent, the highest rate for that pe- 
riod quoted this year.

WHEAT PRICES ADVANCE 
ON RUSSIAN REPORTS 


Damage to Crop in That Coun- 
try Tho ht to Be Seri- 
ous rn Lower.

Chicago; August 4.—New investment 
buying made a broad market today in 
wheat. Purchasing was based upon & 
belief that reports of serious damage 
to crops in Russia had been confirmed 
and that there was truth, also, under 
the stories of black rust in the Ca- 
nadian northwest. Closing figures 
were steady %@% to 1% @1%oc higher 
than last night. Latest trading left 
corn to %@%e down, oats up %*C 
to %O%e and pA Tr at an ad- 
vance of bc to 25¢ 
Harvester sources y doen a most of 
the credit for what passed from hand 
to hand as sufficiently verifying tne 
supposed disaster to the wheat crop 
of Russia. One private cable from 
Odessa declared explicitly that the to- 
tal yield in the country would be 
three-eighths smaller than last year. 
This dispatch was interpreted to mean 
an output not exceeding 483,000,000 
bushels, a falling off so huge as radi- 
cally to ‘affect prices the world over, 
if a certainty. Durum wheat from 
the American northwest is the prin- 
cipal subdstitute for the Russian va- 
riety. Accordingly a sharp rise in 
durum gave’ considerable plausibility 
to the pessimistic crop advices from 
Russia. As to black rust, experts now 
swarming into Canadian territory 
were increasingly definite in state- 
ments concerning the alleged where- 
abouts of the plague, the neighbor- 
hood of Regina, N. W. T., and of Star- 
buck, Man,, being particularly speci- 
fied. At no time did any violent set- 
back interfere with the bulge in the 
market. It was noticeable, however, 
that the buying was almost wholly in 
the deferred deliveries. During the ses- 
sion September rangeq from 90 to 91% 
ang closed %c net higher at. 90%. 
rofi¢-taking obstructed any tend- 
ency to advance the price of corn. 
Heavy rains in Missouri and Iowa 
were also in favor of the bears. Sep- 
tember fluctuated between 65% and 66, 
closing firm but % off at 65%. Cash 
goods were in good demand. No. 2 yel- 
low finished at 65% @64\%. 

Oats sympathized with wheat. IIli- 
nois reports, though, had a restrain- 
ing effect, showing less damage than 
had been looked for. Price changes for 
the September option ran from 42% to 
48% with the close 42%, a gain of % 
@%*c over last night. 

Packers actively took the buying 
side of provisions and made the mar- 
ket strong all day. At the last gong 
pork was 10c higher than 24 hours 
before, lard up 15c to 224%@25e and 
ribs at an advance of 5c to 17\c.

Chief Jennings, it is understood, has 
been informed that there will be a 
fight made in council against his re- 
tireament. 

All sides agree, however, that Cap- 
tain J. L. Beavers will be elected chief 
when Chief Jennings is retired.

“The most prevalent and one of the 
most dreaded diseases in the south 
today, pellagra, could be checked in 
its rapid spread over this state within 
a year and be practically af unknown 
thing within the course of a few years 
if the state legislature would pass a 
law prohibiting entrance into the boun- 
daries of the state of some of the west- 
ern raised corn.” Such was the state- 
ment of Dr. Roy Harris, secretary of 
the state board of health, yesterday 
afternoon, while discussing the most 
widely discussed disease of modern 
times. 

In the south alone there are over 
50,000 people affected by this disease, 
many of them being incurable. 

“Though little is known of the dis- 
ease in the United States it has been 
treated and its source discovered in 
Furope for over a hundred years,” said 
Dr. Harris. “In northern Italy it is a 
common disease. 

“In my estimation, and it is the opin- 
fon of most of the other physicians 
who have studied the subject, the 


spread of pellagra in the south has 
been caused by the corn products sent 
here from the western states. There 
the corn is simply cut in the fall and 
tet stand in the shocks al) winter. In 
the spring it is. gathered and milled, 
|the products being, to a great extent, 
sent south. 


“Under it could 


such conditions 


hardly be anything but bad, even 
though in a small degree, and it 1s 
this that causes pellagra, which after 
all is simply ptomaine poison. Many 
peopie who suffer from pellagra do 
not know they have it, but complain of 
indigestion or some other stomach 
trouble. In this stage most physicians 
do not recognize it, but when it breaks 
out they realize that it is really the 
Gisease.

But of 
late many unfavorable crop advices 
have been received and large interests 
as already stated have bought futures 
heavily. 

The net result of the week was 4 
gain of 3 to 47 points, the latter on Au- 
gust. Heavy long liquidation was evi- 
dent today, carrying the prices off 
some 380 to 50 points from the top.

Coke Company. 

The government's petition alleges 
that the combine thus formed affects 
four of the great coal] mining districts, 
namely, the Pittsburg, the West Vir- 
ginia, the Kanawha Valley and the 
Hocking Valiey. 

Origin of Combine. 

The whole suit hinges upon the 
Hocking Valley railroad. The officials

Another allegation in 
the petition is that the directors on 
the board of the Sunday Creek Coal 
Company were merely dummy direc. 
tors, and were instructed how they 
should vote and conduct themselves 
at all meetings of the board. 

Another element entering 
government's petition is the “trunk 
line syndicate.” which from 1903 to 
1910 dominated the Hocktng Valley 
railroad. 

The government's stand regarding 
the syndicate is not made plain. 

Agreements Offered in Evidence. 

Five agreements between the rail- 
roads, the coal! companies and the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, of New York, are 
offered in evidence. One of these 
agreements, made between the Conti- 
nental Coal Company and the Toledo 
and Ohio Central railroad, stated that 
in exchange for the coal company 
placing its entire capital stock, with!

Action of Emperor William Al- 
most Unprecedented by 
Promptness. 


Berlin, August 4.—Germany has ac- 
cepted John G. A. Leishman as embas- 
sador from the United States at Ber- 
lin. Emperor William immediately 
upon receiving the proposal of Wash- 
ington, telegraphed his reply to the 
foreign office from the grand duchy of 
Mecklinburg, where he is touring.
